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"The respective counties of the State shall provide 
in the manner prescribed by law, for those of the 
inhabitants who by reason of age, infirmity or mis- 
fortune, may have claims upon the aid and sympathy 
of society; 

provided, however, the Legislature may by 
general law provide for a uniform Statewide system 
for such benefits, and appropriate money therefor; 

but no such general law shall provide benefits to any 
person who shall not have been a resident of the State 
of Florida for a period of five years continuously next 
preceding his application therefor, nor shall such gen- 
eral law provide for benefits to any person solely on 
account of age who has not attained the age of sixty- 
five years ; 

provided, further, that where 
by any law of the United States, a lesser or different 
period of residence, age or citizenship shall be fixed 
in order for the State of Florida to participate in any 
Federal grants that might be made for such purposes, 
the Legislature may prescribe such requirements as to 
citizenship, age and residence as will be consistent 
with and not in conflict with such Federal law."

This public attention to the department encourages us to Improve the 
department's ability to hold out to our less fortunate citizens higher 
goals for personal developmsit, counseling to footer self-help or 
self-care, and rehabilitative services to stimulate self-support . 

To these objects, this department is dedicated.

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FLORIDA'S STATE WELFARE PROGRAM 

The State Welfare Board governs the State Department of Public 
Welfare; it exercises the supervisory, regulatory, and policy making 
powers in the department. It further has the responsibility to admin- 
ister, or to cause to be administered, all social welfare carried on in 
Florida by the use of joint federal and state funds; and, it may co- 
operate with counties and cities in administering their welfare services. 
The State Welfare Board is composed of one member from each Con- 
gressional District, plus one from the state at large, appointed by the 
Governor for 4-year overlapping terms, and confirmed by the State 
Senate. The board employs an administrator, designated as the State 
Welfare Director, to carry out its decisions. The state welfare programs 
are administered through the twelve district boards which are respon- 
sible to the state board. 

The district welfare boards have a supervisory function in the state's 
twelve welfare districts. They have the responsibility to supervise the 
administration of the rules, regulations, and policies adopted by the 
state board for the department. Members of the district welfare boards 
are also appointed by the Governor, two from each county in the dis- 
trict, and more in proportion to population. Both the state and district 
board members serve without compensation, but are reimbursed for 
necessary expenses. 

The programs are supported by general revenues appropriated by 
the State Legislature and supplemented by federal funds in the event 
that conditions prescribed by the Federal Social Security Act are com- 
plied with. These conditions are intended to insure fair and equitable 
distribution of funds, and to leave the responsibility for administration 
entirely with the state. 

Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, gives the department broad responsi- 
bility to care for needy persons, to make and carry out plans for the 
rehabilitation of persons in need of core, and to provide necessary 
social services for troubled families and children. This statute also 
makes the State Welfare Board responsible to determine the amount of 
aid, within the limits fixed by law, that applicants may receive. This 
amount is determined by (11 the money appropriated by the Legis- 
lature; (2) the number of eligible applicants; (31 the extent of need of 
each eligible person. 
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services cutback 



Ht its July 1961 meeting, the State Welfare Board deter- 
mined that the legislative session had not provided a large 
enough appropriation for staff for the department to continue 
attempting to do the job as promulgated by the State Welfare 
Board and required by law. The number of people who, as of 
that date, had applied for public assistance and were waiting 
for their applications to be processed had reached a four- 
teen year high of over 9, 000. The only course open to the 
board was a cutback in services . 

The legal authorizations for the department's programs 
were reviewed. The basic responsibility of the department 
under Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, is to take full advantage 
of federal matching funds for welfare programs . This means 
that welfere services which do not gain federal matching 
funds must be the first ones considered for a cutback. 

The State Welfare Board eliminated these services: 

1. Case studies for Selective Service Boards; 2. Ad- 
mission studies for Industrial Schools; 3. Residence inves- 
tigations for counties; 4. New research projects of any kind; 
and 5. Studies of cases at the request of other states for in- 
formation not already in our case files. 

And, the board also voted to eliminate four services 
which are required of the department by specific state stat- 
ute: 

1. Financial investigations for state hospitals, correc- 
tional institutions, and Sunland Training Centers; 2. custody 



studies in divorce situations; 3. Licensing of day- care fa- 
cilities in Broward, Hillsborough and Pinellas counties; and 
4, Civil defense. 

A number of other services which are cooperative with 
other state agencies were ordered to be curtailed or stream - 
lined. Some of this department's procedures in handling 
cases were ordered streamlined to meet only the minimum 
requirements of the law . 

By the end of the fiscal year, the cutbacks in service had 
proved effective in some respects . The trend to increasing 
numbers of pending applications for assistance was reversed: 
The waiting list is decreasing. 

To illustrate the reversal of this trend: In July 1961 the 
total quantity of applications for assistance waiting to be pro- 
cessed was an amount equal to over 8% of the total assistance 
caseload; by June 1962 this percent was reduced to 6.47 . 

On the other hand the quantity of case reviews not com- 
pleted on time in July 1961 amounted to 2.38% of the total 
assistance caseload and by June 1962 this percentage rose to 
2.6. This is an indicator that when a choice has to be made 
between taking time to serve a new applicant or to review a 
case already receiving service, the department's staff elects 
to help the new applicant . 

Though these percentages appear at first glance to be 
small, they represent large numbers of people, immeasur- 
able human anxiety, and thousands of dollars of income to 
needy people in Florida every month. 
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public assistance 



I he State Welfare Board made two changes in the poli- 
cies of the Aid to Dependent Children program which are 
designed to strengthen the administration of the program. 
The board ruled that a person applying for assistance for a 
child is required to give the department the names and ad- 
dresses of all relatives of the child. And, the improper use 
of Aid to Dependent Children grant money, that is the use of 
the money for purposes other than the support and care of 
the child, will be reported to law enforcement authorities 
for prosecution as a misdemeanor. Allassistance recipients 
were notified of this change. 

One of the criteria for receiving public assistance has 
been that the applicant may not have more than a specified 
amount of material resources which are convertible into in- 
come. The exception to this has always been a person's 
home, his homestead. The State Welfare Board this year 
expanded that policy by ruling that if a person does have ex- 
cess resources, in the form of real estate which is not a 
homestead, the person may still be eligible for public assist- 
ance if he is willing to sign a lien against this other excess, 
non- homestead property. The lien would be in the favor of 
the department and for the amount of assistance provided by 
the department. The lien must be recorded in the county 
property records and enforced by the department when the 
property is sold or on the death of the recipient. After 
death, the lien may not be enforced on the dependent spouse 
or children of the recipient while they are occupying the pro- 
perty. In the time this policy has been in effect, only a few 



liens have been filed. It is expected that, withina few years, 
the quantity of liens will be substantial in number and dollar 
value . 

In another change in policy, on nursing home care, the 
board strengthened the department's positionas the purchas- 
er of care for recipients . The department does not license 
nursing homes . But, the new policy directs the department 
to deny assistance to recipients in nursing homes that do not 
cooperate with the department in serving the patient, or in 
instances where the nursing home does not give adequate 
care to a patient. Repeated abuses will result in the de- 
partment refusing to purchase care from that nursing home 
and the consequent removal of the nursing home from the 
approved list, and, as a practical result, the transfer of the 
patient to another nursing home . 

From July 1, 1961 through June 30, 1962, each public 
assistance caseload increased in size . When seen in relation 
to the social changes and economic growth of Florida, and 
to the normal problems of human displacement which take 
place under these circumstances, these increases are not 
unexpected or unreasonable. 

Old Age Assistance began the year with 69, 67 1 cases 
andended the year with 69, 892 cases. Aid to the Blind began 
the year with 2, 449 cases and ended the year with 2, 510 
cases. Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled began 
the year with 10, 119 cases and ended the year with 12, 760 
cases. Aid to Dependent Children began the year with 23, 873 
cases and ended the year with 26, 311 cases. 

The Old Age Assistance caseload and the Aid to the Blind 
caseload have fluctuated in the vicinity of these amounts for 
the last ten years. The Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
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Disabled program is only five years old. Though it will con- 
tinue to increase in size, the probable rate of increase is 
open to question. 

The increase of about 3, 000 cases in Aid to Dependent 
Children is a dramatic indicator that, in spite of the suitable 
home law which the department has worked with rather suc- 
cessfully, the department has not had either the manpower 
or the financial backing necessary to give the rehabilitative 
services needed by this group of recipients. In fact, the de- 
partment has not even been able to give fair consideration to 
methods of preventing this caseload from growing even though 
these methods are known, and being practiced, in other parts 
of the United States .

Although the department was authorized to have as many 
as I, 301 employees, the year began with the realization that 
there was not enough money appropriated to maintain this size 
staff and also to give some of the pay adjustments which were 
recommended by the merit system . 

The department's staff of 1, 297 employees was reduced 
through turnover. During the year the monthly average num- 
ber of employees was 1, 243. 

The State Merit System reported to the 1961 Legislature 
that, for 1961-1963, to bring the salary levels of all the merit 
system agencies up to a level competitive with other industry 
and government salaries, the agencies needed a salary in- 
crease of about 5% per year. Some agencies needed more 
than others. This department needed about a 9% per year 
increase. The final appropriation included an "across-the- 
board" increase of about 2-1/2% per year for all merit sys- 
tem agencies . So, some of the agencies got all the increase 
they needed; but, the department's situation continuedlarge- 
ly uncorrected. 

This year the State Merit System study shows that the 
department's situation has grown worse. The over -all in- 
crease needed to make competitive the salary scales of all 
the merit system agencies is 5% per year . The amount needed 
by this department is 10.1% per year: this percentage, and 
the gross dollar amount, is larger than any other in the merit 
system report. This is a major contributing factor in the 
department's inability to carry out the programs it is charged 
by law to administer . 
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At the end of the year, over 31% of the department's jobs 
are filled by new employees hired during this year. Obvious- 
ly, when this large a percentage of an entire staff is so new 
to the job, the department is seriously handicapped in its 
ability to give prompt service to needy and troubled people. 

The department ended the fiscal year with 1, 255 employ- 
ees, a decrease of 42 employees below the number at the be- 
ginning of the year.

I he 1961 session of the legislature gave the department 
an appropriation for the administrative cost of channeling 
food commodities to those counties which choose to enter into 
a contract with the department for this service. This activ- 
ity is in addition to the department's usual distribution to 
schools, charitable institutions, summer camps, and state 
non-penal institutions. During the year the department 
entered into agreements with six Florida counties: Broward 
county, Dade comity, Dixie county, Santa Rosa county, Taylor 
county, and Leon county. 

The department also executed a contract with the Seminole 
Tribe of Florida for distribution to needy Indians; and con- 
tinued its distribution through the Cuban Emergency Refugee 
Center in Miami to needy Cuban refugees .

Muring the year the department added to its published 
"standards" the "Minimum Standards for Residential Schools 
or For Homes of Retarded Children, " and continued with 
plans to develop and publish similar information on other 
special aspects of child welfare services. 

At the January 18, 1962 meeting the State Welfare Board 
appointed Judge Miles B. Mank, n, to the Advisory Committee 
of Juvenile Court Judges and reappointed the following judges 
for one-year terms: Judge Kenneth E. Cooksey, Monticello; 
Judge Dorr S. Davis, Ft. Lauderdale; Judge 0. D. Howell, Jr., 
Tampa; Judge G. Bowdon Hunt, Bartow. Judge Theodore F. 
Bruno, Pensacola, was a member of the committee in his 
position as President of the Florida Council of Juvenile Court 
Judges. 

Towards the end of the fiscal year, the State Welfare 
Board approved the first major points of the department's 
1963-1965 legislative program. One is to recommend in- 
creased appropriations for child welfare services. The 
actual amount to be requested will be determined by the an- 
ticipated need; by the availability of federal Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children's funds for use in foster home care; 
and by the availability of city and county funds to pay for di- 
rect care costs. The State Welfare Board also determined 
to continue its effort, in the 1963 legislative session, to ob- 
tain legal authority and funds so the department can begin a 
program of adoption placement services.
